My first desire was to
send a telegram to the head-
quarters staff «of the United
States Army, telling them the
Japanese had attacked Legaspl.
This necessitated a 30-mile walk
to Maga with one Filipino boy.
The boy lead me through the
leper colony, over the hills to
Ligao. On the walk through the
hills we picked up 400 Filipino
Army boys completely armed
but without officers, These boys
didn't know :where to go so I
kept them with me.

“I commandered three busses.

Imme-
diate answer to the telegram
ordered me to retreat with all
men and equipment, any avail
able transportation, and travel
only after dark,

“Men and equipment were
brought to Naga in preparation
for leaving and with three Fili:
pinos I went back’® to Pili to
blow up the railroad bridge. It
took me 12 hours to blow up
the bridge, from 3 in the after-
noon to 3 in the momlng When
I got to Naga at 3 am, my
army had retreated to Lucena
as per instructions.

“There was no road to Lu-
cena, therefore, I had to walk
through the hills in the com:
pany- of a young mining engin-
eer. This was a 80-mile walk
without food and in the pouring
rain, Just as we started to hike,
we were stopped by an Amer-
ican sergeant who informed me
the colonel was hunting me as
my troops had gotten through
and I was not among them.

“The sergeant belonged to a
communications group who ra-
dioed ahead and said we were
on our way through. The col-
onel had a car for us.at Suma-
long which' took us to Lucena
where I slept in the barracks
with the soldiers until ‘the next
morning when we left for Ma-
nila, The trip from Legaspi to
Manila took me six days.

“In Manila, my, husband fran-
tically awaﬂed ‘word of my
whereabouts. Soon after I re-
turned, he was commissioned in
the United States Army as a
first lieutenant, attached to the
Engineering Corps and sent to
Bataan, After his departure for
Bataan on Dec. 31, 1941, and
his subsequent internment as a
prisoner of war, my only means
of communication with him was
the underground, He is now a
Japanese prisoner of war, pre-
sumably at' Formosa,
